ready. Certainly it will not be denied 
that we have given the affair the full 
prominence it deserved.

Many are not prepared to beNeve im 
such miraculous conversions from form- 
er apathy, not to say secret aversion, 
With respect to the successful issue of 
our civil revolution, for, that such has 
not all along been the condition of pub- 
lic sentiment in Utah, i would be diffi 
cult to convince those, who have care- 
fully watched the under currenta of op- 
inion among Mormons. 

However, while these doubts are en- 
tertained, there is also an universal will- 
ingness to accept the present indications 
of a better feeling in the spirit. that ap- 
pears to animate those, who make the 
tender of patriotic devotion. We are 
not disposed to depreciate the value o 
this tender from that expreesed upon it, 


face, nor, to cavil at the secret motives 


that prompted the offering conscious 
that all human actions are, nore or lesa. 
the result of selfieh influences. On the 
contrary, we are prepared to extend the 
hand of fellowship in the most gener. 
ous spirit, but must be allowed to re- 
serve our judgement for further devel- 
opements. 

If we have heretofore denounced the 
leaders of the Mormon Church, it bas 
been because we believed, that their 
purposes were wrong— pernicions to the 
weltare of the peeple. who follow their 


_ teachings, and unfriendly to the Govern- 


ment, whose power we represent and 
whose dignity it is our duty to defend 
and uphold. | 
If, however. an intention shall be 
manifested by them toabandon such pur- 
poses and conform their conduct to the 
vary requirements of lJoyalty.they sball 
find in us no disposition to interpose 
difficulties in the way by which they 
may seek to return. but, instead. a cor- 
dial response to every genuine effort 
that indicates a desire to render the 
deference due to National authority, and 
honor the liberal laws of the land where- 
of it is our proud fortune to be citizens. 
While our @nmity is open and undis- 
guised to whatever we consider certain 
to result in evil to society or in future 
danger to the conmonweal, bowever re- 


mote. it is not the enmity which refuses 
conciliation, or ferbids forgivness of er- 
ror when its pursuit is abandoned. 
Whether that, which’ we have seen, 
shows a renunciation of the old fora 
new and better policy, on the part of 
Mormon leaders, is a matter whereof 
future developments will better enable 
ns to judge with accuracy. and before 
indulging our hopes very extravagantly. 
we prefer to “ possess our sonia in pa- 


-djence” and see what tbe issue shall 


bring forth. 


PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


Fellow countrymen: At this second 
appearing to tuke the oath of Presiden- 
tial office, there is less occasion-extend- 
ed to addresses, than was at first; then 
a statement somewhat in details of the 
course to be pursued, seemed fitting and 
proper. Now. at the expiration of four 
years, during whieb, public declarations 


have been constantly culled forth on 


etery point and phase of the great con- 
test which still absorbs the attention and 
engrosses the energies of the nation to 
settle. That is new and could be pre- 
sented to the progress of our arms, on 
which all else chiefly depends. and is as 
well known to the public as to myself, 
and, | trust, reasonab.y satisfactory, en- 
couraging all with the highest. hupe for 
the tuture. No predictionin regard to 
it wus ventured on the occasion corres 

ponding to this four years ago. All 
thoughts were anxiously directed to an 
impending civil war; all dreaded it; all 
sought to aveid-it. and while the inaugu 

ral address was being delivered trom 
this place, devoted altogether to saving 
the Uniun without war. insurgent agents 
were in the city secking to destroy it 
without war, and seeking to dissolve the 


| Union and divide its effects by negotia- 


tion. Both parties depreciated war, but 
vne of them would make war rather than 
let the nation survive, and tbe other 
would accept war rather than let it per 
ish. The war came; one eighth of the 
whule population were colored slaves. 
nut distributed generally over the Union. 
but in the southern part of it 
These siaves constituted a peculiar and 
pewertul interest. All Knew this inter- 
est was somebow the cause of the war. 
and to strengthen this institution and ex- 
tend its interest was the object for which 
the insurgents would rend the Union by 
war; while the Government claimed vo 
right to do more than restrict the terri 
torial enlargement of it. 

Neither party expected for war the 
magnitude or duration which it has al. 
ready attained. Neither anticipated but 
that the cause of conflict might cease. 
or even before the conflict itselt’ should 
cease, each looked for easier trinmph 
and result less fundamental and astound 
ing. Both read the same Bible. pray to 


the same God. and each invokes His aid 


aguinst the other, 

It may seem strange tbat any man 
should dare to take a just Ged’s assist- 
ance in wringiny their bread fron: the 
sweat of other inen’s faces, but let us 
judge not. that we be not jwdged.” 
The prayers of both should net be an 
swered. and that of neither bas been 
answered Inliy. 

The Aimighty has his own purpose. 
Woe to the world because of its offenses ; 
for it must needs be offenses. Come but 
woe to that man by whom the offense 
cometh. If we shall suppose American 
slavery is one of the offenses. the provi 
dence of God must needs come; bat 
which baving continued through his ap 


he gives. To both North and South this 
terrible war as woe due those by whom 
the offense came. Shall we discern that 
there is-any departure from these Divine 
attributes. which believers in a living 
God always ascribe to Him? Fondly as 
we hope for the event. do we pray that 
this mighty scourge of war may speedily 
pass away ; yet il God wills that it con 

tinue until all the wealth piled by bonds- 
meu for two bundred and fifty years ol 
unrequitted toil shall be sunk, and until 
every drop of blood drawn with the lash 
shall be paid by another drawn with the 
sword. a8 it was @id three thousand 
years 4go. 80 still it must be said, tbat 
the judgments of the Lord are true and 
righteeus altogether with malice to- 
wards pone, with charity to all and with 
firmness and right. As God gives us to 
see the rigbt. let us strive on to finish 
the work. Weare to bind up the na- 
tional wounds and care for bim who 
shall bave borne the battle, and for the 
widow and bis orphans. and do all which 
may achieve and cherich a jnst and last- 
ing peace among ourselves and with all 
nations.
